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FADS, FASHIONS AND FANCIES FOR THE

ALREADY the shops are filling up with beautiful 
novelties for the holiday trade. Strolling 
through one of the principal streets in a metropoli- 
tan city one sees many queer conceits in the win- 
dows to tempt the would-be purchaser. 



The Britannia ink-stands are particularly useful 
to the writer. 

Stick, scarf and hat pins are always acceptable 
gifts. Many very striking and effective novelties 
in this line are offered this season. They can be 
found in sterling and plated silver, Roman and 
bright gold, enamel and platlna, and represent in- 
sects, flowers and a variety of other designs. 

A popular hat pin is of oxidized silver In the stjle 
of a sword.

Small magazine cutters, which resemble a razor, 
have ivory handles. Designs in silver are applied 
oq them, and between the two pieces of ivory is con- 
cealed a small knife, which is sharp enough to 
sharpen alead pencil. 

Other paper cutters are in the form of a sword, 
with a silver blade over a foot long. These have 
hilts and guards of perforated silver which might 
cause one to think they were meant for weapons 
instead of paper cutters. 

The latest perfume bottles have silver covers 
which lock with a little silver key. 

The fad of the season is to have tiny mirrors at- 
tached to the girdle. The frame of one of these 
fancies consists of a conventional foliage in vari- 
colored gold with tiny gems sparkling between the 
leaves. The handle, which is gracefully twined, is 
formed of slender slaths in green, yellow and 
brown gold. Another has a chased back imitating 
an uneven ground of different colors obtained with 
gold, platlna and oxidized silver. Here and there 
are embedded crab-like fossils and tiny shells of 
curious shapes, with circular, rippling or faintly 
carved lines. 

Among the season's novelties are the loose chain 
bracelets which are made of odd-shaped beads con- 
nected by a few links of gold. 

For the young housekeeper a very acceptable 
gift is a crumb tray and brush, which can be found 
in silver or metal. One of the latter, which is in- 
expensive and pretty, is something new, and has an 
oak-leaf pattern. 

A combination celluloid case, handsomely orna- 
mented, containing toilet and manicure sets, with 
silver plated backs, is both useful and attractive. 



Every conceivable style of fan's fs to be seen in 
the shops. One which is particularly elaborate 's 
of white ostrich feathers supported by a spray of 
pearls and emeralds. The entire ornament is 
studded with emeralds and pearls, and the handle 
is gold enameled in light turquoise blue. 



Another popular fan is the "Louis Quatorze." 
Other handsome and effective novelties in this line 
are of gauze lace-feathers, silk and satin, with 
delicate traceries of gold and colors. 

A scent bottle of nugget gold, over which are 
scattered recklessly rubies, sapphires and small 
garnets, is among the late fads. The bottom of the 
case can be unscrewed and it then can be used as a 
parasol handle. 

Among the less expensive novelties which will 
find a ready market are the metal jewel and puff 
boxes. These are new and original. 

A useful fancy is a spool-holder which resembles 
a silver tube. According to their sizes the spools 
are enclosed, and openings are left for the thread to 
emerge. These openings are numbers 40, 50 or 60, 
as the case may be. 

A caudle-shade recently displayed resembles a 
6ne lace handkerchief spread over a light silver 
frame, which rests on the candle. It is made of fine 
silver wire and is very handsome. 

A beautiful handkerchief is the " Loie Fuller," 
which is an imitation of the rainbow tints in the 
dancing costumes so popular in Paris. Other 
handkerchiefs, more stylish than beautiful, show a 
black ground with white embroidery. 

Silver and gold glove and button hooks are useful 
and desirable gifts. 

An attractive bon-bon box, which is peculiarly 
graceful, Is in the form of a eornucopfa of filagree 
silver with a lining of rose color silk. A cord run- 
ning through the silk of the neck is drawn and 
closes the opening. 

In ihe new jewelry nothing is more exquisite than 
a spray of wild rosebuds and leaves which forms a 
corsage pin. The leaves and stems are studded 
here and there with small diamonds, while the rose- 
buds are of pink pearls.

An appropriate gift for a hunter is a watch charm 
in the form of a slender jug of beaten silver with a 
gun, game-bag and game around it6 neck. 

A hair pin recently placed on the market is a 
white ostrich feather with a slender spray of dia- 
monds branching through it. 

It is quite a fad to have silver receptacles for the 
sealing wax, pins, etc., for the writing desk, with a 
small white candle fastened securely at one end. 
The stamp should be marked with one's own mono- 
gram, which is much more elegant than the curious 
design so much used. 

Among the new conceits for " my ladies' writing 
desk" are envelopes for stamps. They are of 
leather with a lining of waxed paper to prevent the 
stamps from adhering to each other. 

The sandal-wood boxes, with their delicate fra- 
grance are very useful for ribbons, handkerchiefs, 
gloves and jewelry. 8ome of the more elaborate 
ones are mounted in silver with clasps of the same. 

Nothing will afford more pleasure to a house- 
keeper who entertains a great deal than a lovely 
centre-piece for her table, which is called a " bower 
glass." The base is of white crystal, large enough 
to hold a pot of ferns (the jar being hid in the glass). 
Rising from thi6 are glass tubes, which are joined 
over the top in a canopy shaped bowl. This is filled 
with flowers and the poles twined with fine green 
vines. 

Odd pieces in the beautiful Rockwood pottery 
make delightful gifts for the holiday season. 

Among the most fashionable and novel designs 
in doiley6, tray-cloths and centrepieces are the 
butterfly, shell, bow-knot, empire, fern, chrysanthe- 
mum, orchid, four-leaf clover and spray effects.

A DELIGHTFUL LIVING ROOM.

THE furnishing of this room required much study, 
for our decorator was obliged to defer to the 
tastes of several very artistic and critical persons. 

Their directions were many. Every article in the 
room must be suitable for daily use. Nevertheless 
the style of the room must be light and dainty. 

Fortunately the expenditure was most liberal, 
therefore many delightful ideas were achieved. 

The room is a large, bright, cheery one, twenty- 
two feet long by fifteen feet wide, and eleven feet, 
six inches high. 

Facing the East and opening upon a beautiful 
balcony are two wide windows reaching to the floor. 
Opposite these are two high-arched single doors 
leading into the hall. An arch connects the living 
room with the dining-room. 

Directly opposite this is a handsome fireplace. 
The facings are of green glazed tiles, while un- 
glazed tiles, also green, are used for the hearth. The 
fittings are of wrought iron. The high posts of 
the fender are connected by massive bars and huge 
chains. 

The long, narrow mantel of wavy maple is sup- 
ported by four columns. The over mantel shows 
elaborate carving. Above this is a large ovnl 
mirror framed in maple. At each side are several 
heavy wrought iron brackets with brown candles. 
Over this in another dainty oval frame is a choice 
painting of two young children by a famous artist. 
The delicate flesh tints are brought out charmingly 
by the pink background. 

The wrought iron chandelier is globe like, sus- 
pended by heavy but beautiful iron chains. It has 
an old pink porcelain shade. 

The woodwork is of wavy maple with an oak 
floor in the natural finish. 

The side walls are decorated with paper in a light 
olive green tone, the design of which is a dainty 
lover's knot, and long flowing ribbon ends in pink 
and light golden brown.. The picture moulding, in 
maple, is three inches wide. Above it is a wide 
frieze, garlands of delicate pink roses. The ceiling
